THE CRAND JURY. 
ADJOURNED TILL TUESDAY. 

Life is not co long, nor the pleasures of earth 
so imperishable, that the one can be ruth- 
lessly squaudered or the other postponed, while 
attending to other people's business. Such was 
doubtless the sentiment that animated the minds 
of the Grand Jurors yesterday, when they de- 
cided to take a vacation until Tuesday. Those 
simple sons of toil, bavihg plowed their way 
up from obscurity to fame, having applied the 
sickle of investigation to the fertile field of 
fraud ip this vicinity, and having discovered bar- 
rowing proofs of guilt in many cases, became 
finally, with reason, disgusted with the revela- 
tions, and determined to reap a brief harvest of 
repose. It is no doubt with feelings of untold 
pleasure that the wayward juror returns, though 
only for a limited season, to gaze upon bis 
broad acres and his lowing herds, leaving far 
behind the distractions and the tumult of the 
city, together with ‘the nerve-destroying efforts 
to gaiy an insight into one of the most comph- 
cated series of crimes that ever was iuvesii- 
gated. : 

District-Attorney Bangs alleges that the rea- 
son for the sudden and extraordinary adjourn- 
ment of the Grand Jury until Tuesday was only 
because the jurors wanted to go home. Whether 
or pot there is any motive behind that, may be 
left with the reader to decide. It is possible 
that some important wituess is still absent, aud 
that the Governnient ofiicials hope to get hold 
of him soon. It is also possible that the jury 
bave really considered ail the evidence iu whisky 
matters that is likely to come before them, and 
that there is nothiug left for them to do. The 
latter case, howeyer, it should be remarked, 
does not have a basis stropg evough to consti- 
tute a probability. 

The jury came together at 10o0’clock in the 
morning, and proceeded to business with un- 
usual promptness. | 

MR.-WIRT DEXTER, 
counsel for the Government, was .one of the 
first to enter the jury-room, and, as he went in, 
bis naturally pleasant face was wreathed with 
smiles. Mr. Dexter is always jaughing,—he can- 
not help it. — but at that moment he appeared the 


What is it, Mr. Dexter ? ” cheerfully inquired 
@ juror. 

* Only this,” he replied, handing the ques- 
tioner a newsparer which he was carrying. 
It seems that the attorney had been reading 
the elaborate report in the Times of the teati- 
mony of F. A. Towner before the Grand Jury. 
It struck him, somehow, as being peculiarly 
funny that so complete an account of Mr. 
Towner’s evidence should be printed, when the 
fact was that Mr. Towner had never beea before 
tbe Grand Jury at all. 
The first witne.s called in was 

MR. R. E. GOODELL, : 
the light-haired geutleman who acts as presiding 
gevius in the rear portion of the Ciiy-Hall. As 
be entered the room be expressed to Mr. Dexter 
his desire to get through as soon as possible, to 
enable him to return to his absorbing duties. 
The examination was begun in the usual man- 
ner, Mr. Goodell explainiug that he occupied the 
position of City Marshal of the City of Chicago. 
He had been conuected with the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank previous. to the winding up of its 
affairs, being, in fact, President of that institu- 
tion. : 
Q.—During your connection with the Fourth 
National, did any distillers have transactions 
with it? A.— Les. 3 
Q.—Can you teil the jury what distillers had 
transactions ?, A.—I don’t know as I can tell ex- 
actly. Quite a number of geutlemen connected 
with distiilenes have done business with tue 
bank at different times. 3 
Q.—Have avy of these deposited regularly 
with you? A.—Yés. Simon Powell & Co. 
Q.—Have you any idea of the aggregate 
amoants deposited by bim in the summer of 
1874? A.—I don't think I could state the 
amount with any correctness without referring 
to the books of the bank. 
Q.—Have you ever carried any of Simon 
Powell & Co.’s paper ? A.—I have. 
Q.—-How was it considered by you,—good or 
doubtful? A. —I have always bad confidence in 
Powell’s paper, and have been perfectly willing 
to carry it to a limited exteat,—as far as we ever 
carried that of auy firm. : 
Further quertions were asked in regard to 
other distillers, as to whether certain oues had 
been accustomed to bank with tbe Fourth Na- 
tional. Tae replies to these were not such as to 
satisfy the jurors, and they were insufficient to 
prove any of the suspicions that the jury bad. 
Mr. Goodel!’s memory as to dates was not very 
good. In making the seizures of distilleries, 
it should be understood, the revenue officers cap- 
tured, among the books and papers, the stubs of 
check-books and other memoranda which might 
be presumed to be of value in the ensuing in- 
Vestigatious. It was desired to ascertain from 
Mr. Goodell whether the amounts denoted upon 
these books bad been properly entered, and also 
to whom certaifi suspicious sums hed been paid. 
As may be seen, they failed to obtain the desir- 
ed information. Accordingly Mr, Goodell was 
excused, aud he departed hastily to his office. 
_ GOLSEN. 

The next witness called was W. 8. Golsen, 
who, it will be remembered, quitted the stand on 
the 7th iust., baving then told a emali portion of 
wnat he knew. On his second appearance be- 
fore the Grand Jury. Mr. Golsen was subjected 
to a siege which lested about an hour and a half, 
during which time he was plied with question 
after question, and was found ready to answer 
the greater part of the interrogatories in his 
bluff, earvest manver. Altogether, he bore 
bimself with even greater equanimity than he 
displayed on the previous occasion, having had 
time to reflect upon any little details he may

siderable interest, as it revealed some of the in- 
ner workings of the ring, and brought them ont 
into greater prominence than bas before been 
attempted.

Where the right kiud of men could be found, 
men who would wink at the Iudia-rubber-pack- 
age iwiquity, and who would occasionally do 
some most astonishingly liberal gauging, he 
paid them as high as $200 to $300 per month, 
Ibey were in the meantime, of course, attending 
with all due diligence to the drawing of their 
regular pay from the Government. Occasionally 
be could not find a proper man, and the un- 
lucky Gaugere who had the hardihood to resist 
his approaches, of whom there were two or 
three, became the objects of his displeasure. A 
word te Hoyt and Rehm from Golsen was all- 
powertul, and the result was evident in the large 
number of official decapitations or assigoments 
to other distilleries in which be had no particu- 
lar interest. It is understood that Golsen’s testi- 
mony @trectly implicates nearly all of the in- 
diet d Gaugers, B. M. Callender, R. H. Watson, 
games E. Miller, Harvard C. McMullen, Alfred 
Waterman, G. F. Robinson. David L. Taylor. 
Rudolph Vocke, and John W. Hood. The first 
part of his testimony gave an  u.oside 
view of the practical workings of  af- 
fairs at distilieries and rectifying houses, the 
way in which Gaugers were manipuiated, 
spirits run off aud disposed of, and other par- 
ticulars relating to the real management of the 
business, and this was perhaps the portion most 
interesting to the Grand Jury, inasmuch as they 
had it from a man who undgubtedly knows what 
he is talking about, and who had seen the actual 
workings of the plan in all its details, 
THE SECOND PORTION 
of Golsen’s testimony was devoted to another 
and quite diffecent matter,—tbe peculiar trans- 
actions he had with certain partes for 
political purposes. All the books of the 
firm of Golsen & Eastman were brought into 
the Grand Jury room, and there was a thorough 
overhauling of accounts. One of the books, 
which played perhaps the most important part 
in this investigation, was the firm's check-book, 
Mr. Golsen was called upon to explain the way 
in which the check-book was kept, and he said, 
in substance, that, as the stubs showed, checks 
were made out payable to currency,“ but that 


the real parties who received the value 
“of the checks were every distilling 
firm in town, except Shbhufeldi’s, the 
Ininois aud the Chicago Alcohol Works. 


Of course, the reason for making the checks out 
to the order of currency instead of to the 
order of the distillers themselves was to avoid 
piving publicity to the transactions. When 
Golsen 4 Eastman gave a check drawn to the 
order of “currency” on their bank, it was given 
to the distiller for whom it was intended, who 
either went himself, or sent his clerk or office- 
boy, to the bank upon which it was drawn, and 
drew the cash. Golsen 4 Eastman could 
have drawn the money  tbemselves, if 
they so chose, and then have paid it over to the 
distillers, as they sometimes did, in fact. 
GOLSEN FURTHERMORE TEST1:i iED 

“that, while he bad never paid Rehm, Hesing, 
or Buffalo Miller money for political purposes, 
yet, asa politician, he had contributed money 
out of lus owu pocket for political pu: poses 
without knowing to whom the money went.

THE ADJOURNMENT. 

Ihres reasons have been assigned for the ad- 
jouroment of the Gland Jury trom Tours- 
day afternoon until Tuesday wmoruing, 
tue first of which has been given 
above.

Allinterest in the Custom-House yesterday 
seemed to centre in the trial of the Ben Boyd 
counterfeiting case, and the general make-up of 
the spectators and loungers was of that peculiar 
type of mankind which is attracted to the trial 
of a man so voted for his bold, daring, and gen- 
erally successful exploits. The representation 
of whisky men was much smaller than usual, 
avd what few there were present in the balls 
eeemed ivert and listless, apparently out of pa- 
tience with the slow progress of events, and un- 
comfortably aware of the flat, stale, and un- 
profitable business which has kept them near 
the building for ‘weeks, and the end of 
which now appears no nearer than before. In 
the various departments there was a little more 
life, the officers and clerks attending to their 
humdrum duties with the not too intense assidu- 
ity generally displayed among Government em- 
ployes. The Grand Jury did its work up in the 
fourth story, and the only place of interest in 
that elevated locality was the room occupied. by 
Secret Service Agent Brooks, Supervisor Mat- 
thews, Capt. Brooks, Col. Soper, and others who 
chose to come in. There was a general ventilat- 
ing of opinions as to the work of the past few 
mooths, and a desire on the part of visitors, es- 
pecially news-gatberers, to elicit some informa- 
tion from the proper authorities as to the 
PROSPECTS FOR THE FUTUBE ; 
but thewevenue men were as mum as usual. and 
would return, after each interruption, to the 
work in hand—that of coilating evidence to be 
placed before the Grand Jury. During the 
course of the morning several gentlemen who 
have recently written their names in the book of 
fame were present, iuciudiog the sententious 
Gholson G. Russell and the lively, but to the re- 
yorters uncommunicative, W. 8.

of the trauegressor is bard, and advising them 
to show up their crooked dealings and quit. 
The general opinion seems to be that Parker is a 
good man for the work, and that he will un- 
doubtedly report a number of conversions among 
whisky men between here and Milwaukee. and 
that be will conduct some rather important m- 
vestigatious near the Cream City itself.

A LITTLE TOO RISKY.

Or, if the stamps are sold to distillers m book 
form, a record is kept of the numbers 
on the etamps sold and other mat- 
ters counected with them. The Collector 
has the whole business under bis thumb. Now, 


if avy fool goes to counterfeiting these stamps 


he isin daoger of being jerked up some day, 
avd he will then have a chance to explain the 
fact that there are no corresponding stube in 
the Collector's office, or no record of the num- 
bers of the stamps im case he pleads he bought 
them in book form, and has the stube left in his 
book. And if he does succeed for a time iu 
working this dodge, the fact is that will adver- 
tise him as a dealer in counterfeit goods iu the 
end, and, when he does get caught, why, there 
ain't avything can save him. Gentlemen, he’s 
right in the middle of bell.

THE MUSIC COMMENCES. 
Special Diepaich to The Chicagce ‘ribune, 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 20.— The aerial music 
which the Globe-Deriocrat promised a confiding 
public a long ago cOmmenced to-day, when the 
case of William McKee, its senior proprictor, 
was called in the United States Circuit Court.

WILLIAM M'KEE 

is senior proprietor of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. Three indictments for complicity in 
the whisky-frauds are pending against him. He 
was born in New York City in 1815, and is, con- 
sequently, in the Glat year of his age. When 15 
years old, he began the printing trade in the 
otfice of the New York Courier and Enquirer. 
He was subsequently appointed to a clerkship in 
the counting-room of that paper, in which posi- 
tion he continued five years. After this, he fol- 
lowed his old employer, Mai. Noah, ioto the of- 
fice of the Evening Slar, where he remained 
five years.. Thirty-five years ago he came to St. 
Louis, and shortly thereafter engaged in the news- 
paper business, and has been in it continuously 
ever siuce. He has been the proprietor of five 
different establishments. One of his earliest 
ventures was the Sarnburner, the first Free-Soil 
paper published in slave-holding Missouri. Hise 
first successful venture was the founding of the 
St. Louis Democrat, which was’ established by 
McKee and Mr. William Hill. In 1857 G. W. 
Fishback purchased an interest in the paper, 
and in 1863 D. M. Houser became a partner. In 
1872 Fishback bought out the entire concern for 
$456,100. Mekee and Houser very shortly af ter- 
wards began the publication of the Globe, and 
continued it until it absorbed the Democrat, in 
1875, and became the Globe- Democrat. 

Mr. McKee is a peculiar man in macy respects. 
His great ambition is 1 2 His habits are 
simple, and his manner of living frugal and 
primitive. Though worth $750,000 it is doubt- 
ful if be and his family possess $200 worth of 
jewelry. To his relatives and a few 
friends, he is quite generous in many respects. 
He enjoys the sobriquet of Deacon McKee. 
The piinters know him as Uncle Bill,“ 
though it is quite improbable that many of them 
addrees him with such a familiar title. He has 
never been a writer, and for several years has 
taken no active part in the management of bis 
newepaper-enterprises. He does the heavy 
stending round, aod looks after his periodic 
profits with marked punctuality. He stands a 
great deal in the door of his counting-room and 
tratches the passing crowd. He never rides in a 
atreet-car, preferring to walk about 12 squares 
distant to his house on Washington avenue. He 
is now quite fleshy, decidedly nervous, and 
smokes incessantly. His manner is quick, and 
hie expression sagacious,—two circumstances 
which make amends for the grossness of his 
} physique.

M KEE Ss DEMURRER OVERRULED. 
— (lo the Associated Fress. ' 

Sr. Louis, Jau. 20.— The argument oo the de- 
murrer fiied yesterday in the McKee case began 
to-day iu the United States Circuit Court. Judge 
Chester B. Krum opened the argument for the 
defense, stating that the indictment against Mr. 
McKee was found under Sec. 5,440 of the 
United States Revised Statutes, and charged that 
on Feb. 1, 1874, McKee did conspire with Beirs, 
Fraser, Ulrich. Techner, Busby, and others to 
defraud the United States out of an ioternai 
revenue tax of 70 cents then and there 
imposed upon each of 1.000. 000 gallons of 
proof-spirits to be thereafter distilled; also that 
on Feb, 15, 1874, Bevis aud Fraser, in pursuance 
of this conspiracy, did remove from their dis- 
tillery 10.000 proof-gailons of spirits on which 
the tax bad not been paid, and that the other 
conspirators, above-named, in lke mauner 
fiaudulently removed spirits without payment 
of tax. It set forth, in hke detail, the use of 
stamps. To this indictment a general demurrer, 
addressed W to its demerits, was 
interposed. a section of the 
under which the indictment was 
feund provide that if two or more persons 
conepire to do an unlawful act, and if subse- 
quently any one of them does an unlawful act 
pursuaut to such conspiracy, then all of said 
conspirators are liable. That ion of the in- 
dictment which may be called the conspiracy 
portion was insufficient, because the effect of 
that conspiracy could not defraud the United 
States. Unless the acts done in pursuance of a 
conspiracy can work a fraud upon the 
United States the conspiracy in not pun ishabie 
under the section on which the indictment ia 
based. Parties may conspire as much as they 
—.— but unless they conspire to deprive the 
Juited States of some property right possessed 
by it, they cannot bring themselves within the 
statute. The indictment charged that defeud- 
ant and others couspired to defraud the United 
States of a tax of 70 cents ver gallon then and 
there, ov Feb. 1, 1874, imposed by law on spirits 
to be thereafter produced. it charged that 
the couspiracy was to deprive the United 
Siates- not of something that it possessed, but 
of something that it was to become possessed 
of. There is no averment that they conspired 
to thereafter produce spirits which were to be 
disposed of by them without paying the Goveru- 
ment its claim on such spirits. It samply charged 
that they conspired to defraud the Governme vt 
of an existing tax on spirits which were not dis- 
tilled. This was a gross absurdity, aud no 
amount of argument could correct this fatal 
defect of thia indictment, nor could the sub- 
sequent averment, no matter how strong, afford 
such correction, unless the conspiracy clause 
itself was perfect. No subsequent averments 
in the indictment were of any avail, because 
such clause must set forth an offense in itself 
independent of the balance of the indictment. 
It was absurd to allege that a tax of 70 cents per 
gallon was then and there imposed ou spirits 
thereafter to be produced. No tax can be im- 
posed on distilled spirits unless these distilled 
Spirits were actually in existence, and bence no 
conspilacy can be formed to defraud the Gov- 
ernment out of that which could not be imposed. 
Judge Krum elaborated this and other points 
in a lengthy speech, but the above contains the 
gist of bis argument. 

Col. James O. Broadhead, the new special 
counsel for the Government in piaceof Gen. 
Henderson, followed Judge Krum, and said the 
objectious to the indictment made by that gen- 
tieman were hardly material. The law imposing 
tax on distilied spirits is well tood. The 
argument for the defense was simply a play 
upon the word imposed.“ It was not in- 
tended to mean that the tax was in existence 
before the article was produced. It 
means only that a rule of taxation 
is proyided. It is an ordinary term, aod used in 
the indictment: simply to declare what is the 
law. It was unn „ and need not have 
been inserted in the indictment, aod its being 
there neither weakened nor strengthened that 
instrument. The claim that the indictment 
must set forth the connection between the con- 
spiracy and the acts committed is not supported 
by the authorities. It is sufficient to say that 
the intention of the conspirator was to commit 
a fraud, leaving the Government to show the re- 
sult of such conspiracy to show the connection 
of tbe alleged acts, and the conspiracy would be 
for us to reveal our evidence. Mr. Broadhead 
took up eeveral oiher objections, and argued 
tuem briefly, after which Judge Clover, for the 
defense, madea short argument. The Court 
then overruled the demurrer, and the trial will 
proceed to-morrow.

War than another, it was that the 
United States are a nation, clothed with 
‘all the attributes of nationality, and 
armed with all the powers essential 
to preserve a national existence; that the 
American people are one people, having a 
national and not a local political character, 
owing a national and not a merely local al- 
legiance ; that they hold their civil and polit- 
ical rights and equalities as citizens of the 
United States, and not as citizens of any par- 
ticular township, county, or other geograph- 
ical or political subdivision of the United 
States. 

Mr. Tuckzr seemed to think that there was 
an immense significance attached to the fact 
that the word nation was not mentioned 
in the Constitution, and, from the earnestness 


with which he urged this, he evidently 


thought it was news to his audience. The 
Constitution, in referring to foreign nations, 
uses the term ‘‘ foreign States,” whereby, we 


suppose, according to Mr. Tucnrr, the 


Constitution designedly excluded the 
idea that there was such a thing as a for- 
eign nation.“ Mr. Tvoxes evidently came 
to Washington loaded with this speech, 
the result of years of studied preparation. 


The fact that a Senator from Connecticut 


had but recently immortalized himself by an 
argument to prove that he was primarily a 
citizen of the sovereigu State of Connecticut, 
and only incidentally a citizen of the United 


States, seems to have been overlooked by the 


descendant of the historical abstractionists of 
Virginia. Mr. Tucker informed the House 
that he represented the district where sleep 
the remains of Gen. Lex, and it is to be re- 
gretted that a gentleman of his ability and 
elequence did not remember that his theory 
of the nature of the Government of the 
United States lies buried in the graves where 
sleep the remains of the soldiers whose blood 
has sealed the nationality of the American 
people. The dead, no matter on which side 
they fell, were the children of the nation; 
they sleep side by side on hundreds of fields, 
brethren of a common family, and the nation 
from its confines to its centre will mourn for 
years the loss which the madness of men in- 
flicted upon the country and mankind.

Mr. Tucker is evidently an orator, drawing 
inspiration from family records and family 
names. He has a monopoly of representing 
the grave of Lez, and announces his purpose 
to rise and repel any dishonor of that grave 
that may be attempted. He has made a diag- 
nosis of the condition of the country, and ex- 
presses the conviction that its maladies are 
the result of compound comminuted fractures 
of the Constitution, producing nationality, 
and he proposes, with the aid of the gentle- 
men who carried the Constitution in their 
bosoms during four years of rebellion, to 
undertake the work of rebuilding the country 
and making it aconfederacy. The patriotism 
of this gentleman with the historical name is 
sublime ; and the liberality with which he 
offers to substitute the model of the defunct 
Confederacy of Davis and Lx for that of the 
National Union is a kindness which the 
American people will appreciate, even if they 
conclude to celebrate the Centennial of Amer- 
ican freedom and of American nationality. 

SPECIAL LEGISLATION IN CONGRESS. 

The constitutional amendment proposed 
by Mr. Sprincer has the recommendation ol 
producing a clear, direct, beneficial effect 
upon legislation. It prohibits special legis- 
lation by Congress, either in granting pen- 
sions, bounties, land-tlaims, prize-money, or 
granting relief to any person or corporation, 
or any other legislation of a personal or local 
character. This would require general laws, 
under which all persons wald fare alike. 
The extent of the special legislation of Con- 
gress is enormous. In the last Congress 
there were referred to one committee of the 
House 2,000 bills, asking payments of claims 
aggregating $27,000,000—and that was only 
one class of claims—for losses during the 
War. In the present House there have been 
1,200 bills introduced, the most of them of a 
special character. It is this special legisla- 
tion which supports the lobby, which lobby 
ordinarily earns as much money as does the 


Bar practicing before the Supreme Court. It 


is impossible for Congress to legislate intelli- 
gently on these private claims. The elaims 
and appeals for renewals and extensions of 
patents, involving immense sums of money 
and prolific in corruption, are of themselves 
of sufficient importance to take the whole 
time of Congress. A dishonest or corrupt 
member of Congress can make enough money 
in five years as a member of the Committee 
on Claims to enable him to retire to private 
life. | 

We have general laws granting pensions, 
granting patents, and authorizing the pay- 
ment of claims, but these laws are wholly 
unsatisfactory to the men who have dishonest 
claims. Their tribunal is Congress, and their 
hope, a special act passed in the noise and 
¢onfusion of a protracted, continuous session. 
The adoption of the Sprivezr amendment 
would purify Congressional legislation by ex- 
cluding therefrom the mass of business of a 
personal and private character. It would 
necessitate. a reorganization of the powers 
and functions of the Court of Claims, which 
would be a great improvement. It would es- 


have united for the purposes named in the | tablish a tribunal where the Government and 


claimants would meet on an equality, and 
where evidence could be taken and sifted, 
and where frauds, perjury, and forgery in the 
prosecution of suits could be detected, ex- 
posed, and punished. It would relieve Con- 
gress of a class of business wholly inappro- 


| priate in a legislative body, and give to the 


two Houses time in which to consider and 
mature the measures of legitimate legisla- 
tion. 

The amendmenf, however, would be more 
perfect if it required that no bill appropri- 
ating money should become a law save on 
the recorded votes of a majority of each 
House. The Congress is considered to be a 
representative body, and the people are enti- 
tled to be represented. No law should be 
enacted that cannot command the affirmative 
vote of a majority, and, if Representatives 
“neglect their duty and are absent, the people 


dave the right to be protected from bad or 
corrupt legislation by having the votes of 


these absentees counted in the negative. 


The country is entitled to be represented; it 
cannot justly be deprived of it by the faith- 
lessness of its Representatives, and therefore 
can justly demand that when a Representa- 
tive corruptly or otherwise absents himself 


‘his vote shall be counted in the negative. 
This is a large subject, and Congress might 
consider and adopt this amendment with 
great profit. It is in the line of wholesale 
and radical reform. 


HOW THE CURRENCY WAS CONTRACTED. 
A few singular persons met in Blooming- 
ton this week and resolved very modestly 
that they represented the farmers of Illinois. 
They next proceeded to instruct Congress in 
the mystery of currency, finance, interest, 
-discounts, banking, bonds, taxes, and other 
‘cognate subjects. A gentleman now residing 
in Virginia, formerly well known in this city 
‘and in Wisconsin, who happened to be pres- 
ent, was called on for a speech. The report 
says in regard to his remarks: 
: Mr. Dawre.s, of Virginia, addressed the Convention, 
showing conclusively that the business depression in 
the country commenced with the adoption of the sys- 
tem of contraction of the currency of the country. 
The speaker demanded that if the Government loan 
money to banks upon the security of the 5-20 bonds, 
it should make loans to private citizens whenever 
they present the same security at the National Treas- 
ury, thus placing all on equal terms, Mr. Dante is 
a convincing speaker. 
Whether these remarks were intended as 
ironical. or facetious is not clear. They 
ean hardly have been offered seriously. Col. 
Dantets knows very, well that when the 
financial panic burst upon the country in the 
autumn of 1873, the currency of the United 
States was inflated beyond precedent. We 
collate the following figures from official 
sources, showing the amount of currency in 
circulation at three periods, viz., six months 
after the collapse of the Rebellion, just be- 
fore the panic, and at the elose of 1875, viz. : 
In October, 1865, six months after the close 
of the War, the paper circulation was as fol- 
lows: 


| downfall of the Confederacy until the end of 


that year, and its gold value or purchasing 
power was 66 to 68 per cent of specie. 

In the summer before the panic the cur- 
rency had been inflated thirty-six millions 
over the volume of 1865, and it was quoted at 
114 to 118, which gave it a purchasing power 
of 85 to 88 cents in coin. It was thus 
doubly expanded—first, by $30,000,000 in 
quantity, and second, 20 cents in gold value 
of every dollar. 

After the panic’ the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury, RicnaxDsox, issued 626, 000, 000 of the 


retired greenbacks in the vain hope of restor - 
ing public confidence and arresting the col- 
lapse. In the fall of 1873, and throughout 
1874, the currency stood at an average of 


$766,000,000, and its value at 88 to 93 per 


cent, which added largely to its purchasing 
power. A couple of months ago the cur- 


rency amounted to nearly $770,000,000, and 


its value is now 88 to 89 per cent on the 
dollar. 


In view of these stubborn facts, what war- 


rant had Col. Danrexs,of Virginia, for asserting 
that the business depression of the country 
commenced with the adoption of the system 
of contraction”? The fact is, no system of 
contraction had been adopted; but, on the 
contrary, the currency had been steadily in- 
flated until the presure of gas blew the head 
out of the boiler, and inflated credits, inflated 
prices, and inflated speculation exploded to- 
gether in one tremendous crash. 

Col. Dams ‘‘ demanded that if the Gov- 
ernment loan money to the banks upon the 
security of 5-20 bonds, it should make loans 
to private citizens whenever they presented 
the same security at the National Treasury, 
thus placing all on equal terms.” 

The Colonel appears to have overlooked 


the fact that the last Congress*passed a Free- 


Banking act, whereby all citizens may ob- 
tain notes om the security of bonds,—90 
of notes for 100 of bonds, and by complying 
with some other provisions in regard to re- 
demption, deposits, loans, taxes, stamps, and 
sworn returns of condition. 

Now, if Col. Danrezs has any friends who 
want the Government to lend them notes,” 
here is a chance. If any Grangers want to 
inflate the currency and pocket the supposed 
profit at the same time, the Free-Banking 
law opens the way for them to help banish 
contraction and make their everlasting for- 
tunes at the same time. 


TWO CARPET-BAGGERS. 

Northern men who go South and get into 
office are called “ carpet-bagzers.” Why 
should not the same term apply to Souther : 
men who come North and get office ? For in- 
stance there is Barnzey G. CauLFIELD, who came 
here from Virginia. He now misrepresents 
South Chicago in Congress. Is he not a car- 
pet-bagger ? And there is spread-eagle CAR- 
TER H. Harrison, who came here from Ken- 
tucky to run for office. He now misrepre- 
sents West Chicago in Congress. Is he not 
also a carpet-bagger? When HILL ut- 
tered his diabolical calumny upon the 
people of Chicago, charging them with 
practicing worse cruelties on the Rebel 
prisoners in Camp Douglas than Jzrr 
Davis, Winprr, Wiz, and the Confederates 
inflicted on our poor boys in the Anderson- 
ville prison-pen, instead of rushing over to 
his seat and knocking the slanderer down, he 
rushed over to him at the conclusion of his 
harangue, but it was to warmly shake hands 
with him and congratulate him on his speech! 
Meanwhile the other carpet-bagger, Baryer, 
sat still without offering a word of protest or 
rebuke; and there he sat until Buanve called 
on him to rise and refute the shameful 
aspersions cast on the humanity of the peo.

Mr. Blaine (sneeringly)}—Oh! [Lauchter.] 

Mr. Caulijeld—I do, however, say that there were 
certain instances of cruelty which occurred in that 
camp to my knowledge, but they were not of such a 
number or of such character as to make a genera! 
charge against the officers of that camp. 

Mr. Hill (in his seat, in a low tone)—-That is right, 
aud I make none, 

Mr. Caulfield—I remember some instances myself. 
However, I do not think it would be fair to charge the 
Government with that. They were chargeabie to the 
inhumanity of certain individuals in charge of them. 

Mr. Hill (without rising and in a low tone)—That is 
right; io that I agree with you, 

Mr. Blaine (to Caulfield)—WiU1I you state whether the 
prisoners who came from Camp Douglas did not oc- 
cupy and share the seme quarters, and have exactly 
the same accommodations, ae the troops had had who 
left Camp Douglas, which was their camp, and went to 
the field, exchanging places with prisoners? 

Mr. Csulfield—My memory on that point dess not 
serve me! 

Mr. Blaine (ironical!y)—Oh ! the gentleman does not 
recollect that Camp Douglas was made for Union 
soldiers, and was the great recruiting camp of North- 
ern Ulinois. 

Mr. Caulfield—Now that you bring it to my recollec- 
tion, I think the fact was so. 

Mr. Blaine (still more ironically)}—Oh, Lord, what s 
recollection! (Laughter on the Republican side.) 
That is equal to the recollection of the gentleman from 
Georgia, who did not recollect the other day whether 
he offered the resolution which I read, to shoot all 
the Union soldiers taken prisoners in the South upon 
the charge of intending to stir up an insurrection 
among the slaves. 

Mr. Caulfield (severely)}—My dear sir, I want you to 
understand that when I state what my recollection is 
about a certain point, I do not wish you to stand on 
this floor and question my veracity.

It was ALpuonse Kare who said: “ I be- 
lieve in the abolition of capital punishment ; 
let Messieurs the assassins begin!” We 
commend this saying to the South.

of this gush. Reé¢onciliation is an edmirabie 
thing, but when it comes to reconciling our 


necks to the pressure of Confederate feet, 


we must be excused. We are not aware that 
the South, meaning the Confederates, is 
magnanimous in being willing to be ‘* recon- 
ciled,” but her ex-Rebel people evidently think 
so. They are ready to pardon us for our 
sinful refusal to permit the dissolution of the 


Union, and will even deign to come back and 


bully us and rule us, as of yore, provided we 
bow humbly down at their feet and kiss the 


hand that holds the rod, No, this sort of 
reconciliation will not do. We believe in 


amnesty, but let Messieurs the Southrons 


begin. 


In North Carolina there is a man by the 
name of Horx, who is not a carpet-bagger, 


who fought for the Confederacy during the 


War, and had the sense to accept tho results 
of the War when it was over. When elected 
Governor of the State, he enforced the laws 
against the Ku-Klux and midnight murderers 
of Union men. He put down banditti. He 
wiped out the Ku-Klux of North Carolina. 
For this, when they got control of the Leg- 
islature, he was impeached by a Confederate 
General Assembly, removed from the Guber- 
natorial office, and placed under permanent 
political disabilities. These men who are 
howling over the sin of refusing amnesty 
persistently keep Horx out in the cold, 
and do so for purely political reasons. He has 
repeatedly applied to these persecuting Con- 
federates for amnesty, and has been repeat- 
edly and rudely refused,—always by a strict 
party vote. Yet we are reproached because 
the butcher of Andersonville, who has never 
asked for pardon, is not pardoned. 
Mississippi furnishes a somewhat similar 
case. There is little doubt that the Legis- 
lature which has just been elected there by 
organized terrorism and violence will show 
itself worthy of ita origin by impeaching and 
removing from office Gov. Aus, who is the 
political representative of two-thirds of 


the voters of the State. Southern mal- 


ice will then have two notable victims, 
and the men who believe-in amnesty at 
Washington will be publicly and practically 
denouncing it at Raleigh and Jackson. Let 
these men practice what they preach, and let 
them hereafter come to Washington with oth- 
er language on their lips. We are tired of 
their various paraphrases for the one under- 
ing thought: “D—n you; why don’t you 


pay us the price for which we will kindly 


consent to be recanciled, to forgive you for 
our being in the wrong?” 


It is now two months since DALI sur- 
prised the English people over their morning 
Times and coffee with the news of their pur- 
chase of the Suez Canal shares.

It is slowly 
dawning on the British public that they paid 
$20,000,000 for a minority interest in the 
canal; that they have no voice in its man- 
agement ; that for nineteen years they will 
derive no income whatever from their invest- 
ment; that in brief they have no rights ex- 
cept the right of being outvoted. As a mat- 
ter of money, the purchase looks as dubious 
as the Honduras and Turkish bonds about 
which the British public feels so sore; as a 
matter of diplomacy, if there was to be 
a coup, it ought to have been for all or none ; 
as a matter of possible defense in war, N 
amounts to nothing better than having sunk 
$20,000,000 that may be needed to replace 
the sunken, burned, and unseaworthy vessels 
of the navy that, under the old-fashioned Ad- 
mirals, would have taken the Suez Canal with- 
out saying so. much as “ by your leave” to 
anybody. Drzzy is dramatic, very; but the 
expenditure of national revenue and inter- 
ternational diplomacy are not best managed 
on the cheap surprises of the drama or 
the tawdry munificence of Lorna.

MORTON'S MISSISSIPPI RESOLUTIONS. 

At the expiration of the morning hour, considera- 
tion of the resolution submitted by Mr. Mortonin re- 
gard to the recent election in Mississippi was resumed, 
and Mr. Morton continued his speech, which was be- 
gun yesterday. Mr. Morton said the task which he 
had undertaken was not a pieseant one, but he was in 
performance of what he regarded asa high duty. No 
more important question could be presented to the 
Senate than the one now under consideration. He in- 
quired whether the majority of the people of a State 
could be overthrown by violence and fraud, and 
whether two important amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States could be violated without 
notice, He asked the Senate to listento the eviden e 
which he would produce, and desired to 
state in the ‘beginning that it was 
from Democratic He then spoke af the finan- 
cial conditiou of that , and said it had been rep- 
resented that the Government had been extra ut 
beyord question, and jn Mississippi this had Been 
made the excuse for murder aud outrage. He stated 
that in 1870 the ublican party found the State dies- 
titute and prostrate, and extraordinary expenses 
to be incurred to hft it out of this condition. He com- 
pared the condition of the State under Democratic 
rule with the situation during the time the Republic- 
ans controlled affairs; and claimed that the Republican 
administration wes far superior to the Democratic in 
honesty and economy. Tue Government, he said, had 
donated land to Mississippi, which has been squan- 
dered. The school-f und had been stolen, and now, the 
White-Liners in Mississippi, educated in this way, pre- 
tended to be outraged by the present Btate Govern- 
ment, and wanted to be relie of it. 

He next read from the message of Gov, Tucker to 
show that reckless extravagance prevaiied is Missis- 
sippi before the War, and said he had more material of 
the same character, but did not think it necessary to 
take the time of the Senate in reading more. He then 
referred to the condition of affairs attending the re- 
cent election, and read extracts from State newspapers 
to show that a feeling hostile to the negro existed. 
In regard to the colored troops, he said Gov. Ames had 
but five companies of colored militia, and he found 
they could not be used! to keep the peace. The Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee went to Gov. 
Ames and told him if he would disarm the colored 
troops the peace of the State should be preserved, 
Gov. Ames did disarm them, but all on the Democratic 
side retained theirs. 

He next read letters from Dr. H. V. Redfield to the 
Cincinnati Commercia/, and sud Dr. Redfield was an 
ardent Democrat, but s man of great intelligence, and 
he believed a good man. Mr. Morton denied that 
tnere had been any decrease of the value of property 
in Mississippi, and argued that it had increased in 
value instead. Land was leased to colored people in 
that State at a price equal to its assessed value. 

At this point Mr. Morton said he had been suffering 
with sore throat, and wotild not beable to conclude 
his remarks to-day. He therefore asked that the res- 
olution be allowed to go over, and it was so ordered,

Mr. Stenger (Penn.) followed in o on to the 
bil, Ahuding to the smallness of the subscriptions 
throughout the country to the Oentennial fund, he 
said that Congress was asked to pass this bill while the 
people of the Union have said by their ret usal to sub- 
ecrive that they were not able to subscribe. 

Mr. Felton opposed the bili, ut sud his opposition 
was intluenced by no vote in the House on the ques- 
tion of amnesty. If the House had seen proper to 
perpetuate a wrong, that Was no reason why he sould 
vote ust his convictions, His opposion to the 
bil was not opposition to the Centennial 
Exhibition. He success to the Ex- 
hibition, and trusted tust it would be the means of 
fraternizing long-estranged sections of the country. 
He was opposed to the bill because it was in 
direct conflict with the resolution adopted by the 
House on motion of the gentleman from Indiana 
(Holman). He regarded as a contract between 
Representatives and th constituents,—a covtract 
ratified by universal approval. To vote for this bill 
would be, in his opinion; a violation of that contract. 
It had veen too long tue custom to sneer at the Consti- 
tution as something obsolete, but whiie it had lain 
like the dry boues of Ezekiel the people had once 
more breathed upon those bones, and it would not be 
long until bone would be seen coming to bons, and the 
principles of that old Constitution would arise a hving 
army to do battle ouce more for human freedom. 

Mr. Jones (Ky.) spoke in support of the bill as a 
measure in the interest of peace and amity. 

Mr. Cook spoke agsinst the bill, and argued that, as 
the Government should be just. before they are gen- 
erous, the $60,000,000 of taxation wrested from tue 
South during the War should be restored before the 
pascage of this bill, 

Mr. Bauks spoke in favor of the bill, as not only 
constitutional, but as a measure of absolute necessity. 
Could Congress and the President invite thirty-eight 
foreign Powers to eome here to celebrate that anti- 
versary, and Congress not havearight to grant one 
dollar or one dime to defray the expenses of their eu- 
tertainment? He would not support any measure he 
believed to be iu aby sense unconstitwional, but he 
was not by any means strict constructionist. They 
had seen the unfortunate results of strict construc- 
tion. If the people of Naples should undertake to 
strap down the Volcano Vesuvius, what would 
be the result? Just exactly what the strict 
construction of the Constitution brought to 
this country,—confusion, misery, and death. 
While the Constitution should be closely adhered to, 
it must not be denied it had some life, and there were 
some things which this Goveamment might do, and 
some things which it must do. 

Mr. Banks closed with a plea for the restoration of 

ace, the fraternization of the sections, and re-estab- 

ament of that unity and lovalty which is indispen- 
sable to the maintenance of a republican Government. 

Mr. Swann spoke in favor of tue bill, and gaid that. in 
voting for it, he awd his coileagues would represent 
the wishes of the people of their State.

TURKEY. 
MONTENEGRO’S POSITION. 

Lowpon, Jan. 20.—The Times this morning 
publiahes a letter from Vienna containing the 
foliowi ils in regard to matters in the 
northern provinces of Turkey: In consequence 
of the Turkish operations om the Montenegrin 
frontier, the Prince of Montenegro summoned 
a council of Senators and military officers, 
which resolved, if the concentration of Turkish 
forces on the frontier is to take sach proportion 
as to reaily carry into effect the reported plan of 
blockading Montenegro on that side, it be con- 
sidered a casus belli, and the Prince shouid 
summon all Montenegrins able to do duty, 
and march into Herzegovina; that, in tue 
meantime, Montenegro will keep an expectant 
attitude, and not disturb the peace, if the Tark- 
ish operations develop ‘nothivg more “serious 
than the present situation. This resolution, it 
seems, was chiefly taken for its moral effect on 
the Sublime Porte and the Moutenegrins. The 
latter are highly dissatisiied with what they con- 
sider the undecided and timid policy of the 
Prince. : 

Vienna, Jan. 20.—The Montenegrin Minister 
of War has returned to Cettiuje. 

HERZEGOVINA. 

Lonvon, Jan. 21.—A special from Vienna re- 
ports that Ljubobratch has issued a prociama- 
tion resigning the leadership of tne Herzegovin- 
ian insurgents. He says his contiauing in the 
chief command would lead to irremediable dis- 
putes. He advises the insurgents to persevere 
until the Turis are expelied from the province. 
The Deutsche Zei/ung reports that Hubmayer, 
leader of the insurrection in northwest Bosnia, 
has been murdered by a supposed agent of the 
Sorvian Government. Ljubobratch and Hub- 
mayer are both Austrians. and the present iead- 
ers of the insurgents are Montenegrius, and it is 
said they were appointed by thew Prince.

A Summary of the Observations of a 
Tribune Representative. 


As the writer was walking aloog Eighteenth 
street near the river the other day, his attention 
was attracted by the great number of women 
and boys with market-baskets upon their arms. 
Not being aware of any market in that section 
of the city, the writer followed up his observa- 


tions, and swoon discovered that the large build- 


ing on Eighteenth street, corner of Grove, was 
the centre of attaction, and that it was a great 
market attached to Messrs, Tobey & Booth's 
packing-house for the sale of their tenderloins, 
spareribs, etc. Entering the building, a vel 
scene was presented to our view. 
long counter laden with fresh pork, 
sausages, and lard extended the whole 
length of the room, outside of which 
hundreds of women were waiting their turn to 
be served, while a dozen or more men in im- 
macylate aprons were laboring with all their 
might to supply their wavts. : 

We were informed that the very best cuts of 
pork can be obtained there at from 3 to 10 cents 
per pound, being 

A SAVING oF 4 OR 5 CENTS PLE POUND 

on the same meats purchased at other markets. 
The market is located in the centre of one of 
the most populous districte of Chicago, and it 
supplies the tables of not only the imbabitants 
of that neighborhood. but of people residing 
more remote, with cheap and exceilent meats. 
On inquiry of some of the women we ascer- 


"| tained—what had already seemed evident 


from casual ovservation—that the great- 
est care is, taken to make the market 
unexceptionable in every respect, and to give its 
patrons a better article of meats at a lower price 
thao they cao purchase aisewbere. This fact is 
beginning to be appreciated also by some of the 
residents of the avenues who are not opposed 
to saving time and money by patronizing a mar- 
ke: near at hand. 

After our surprise at the crowd had subsided, 
we were etruck with the universal cleanliness 
that pervaded the establishment. There is ab- 
solutely none of the litter of dirt that is fre- 
quently seen about iustitutions of the kind; and 
everywhere there is evidence of a guiding band 
in charge of the establishment which 
comtuands good order and neatness. The 
tables, the counter, the attendants, 
7 meat itself,—everytoing is scrupulously 
clean. 

— this busy scene of hurrying women, 
hard-Working men, active check-boys, and the 
cashiers raking iu currency as fast as they could 
count, we passed over to 

THE SAUSAGE-FACTORY, | 
in the western end of the building, separa! 
fram the main room by a glass partition. Here 
the same characteristic cleanliness is Observable. 
The floor is polished to perfect whiteness. The 
kitchen of a New Engl farm-house is not kept 
more thoroughly neat. 

Upon inquiry of one of the employes why 
the sausage-factory is made s prom- 
as to be seen by everybody en- 
tering the building, the young man re- 
plied that his boss wouldn't sefl anything 
he wouldu't eat himself; that he wanted every- 
body to see how his sausages were made, and 
that he was proud to have apy one inspect the 
factory.” After that remark we made up our 


munds to give it 
A THOBOUGH INSPECTION. 

The meat from which the sausages are made 
is spread out in full view of the spectator, upon 
polished tables, in polished paus, beiore it is cut 
up. No suspicion of uucleauliness is allowed to 
linger about the room. The employes who run 
the machinery. aud bandle the meats are 
dressed in ufiform, and are required to 
keep them neat. In fact, the men are hired 
with referenge to their quality of pneatness. 
The machines, three in number, receive the 
closest attention from their attenda.ts, as is ev- 
ident from the way in which they are brushed up 
aod carefully washed every night after they have 
finished work. Not a particle of meat is left iu 
tbe machines, upon the sheives, or auywhere 
about the establishment over night, to decay and 
produce an upwholesome smell. It is probably 
this cleanliness as much as anything else that 
draws so many to this market. 

We understand that the proprietors of the 
— 1 — have a large amount of the y 

t trimmiogs from meats cut by them for Me 
English market, which is the cause of their 
entering into the manufacture of saus- 
ages. Certainly sausages made from such 
meats and with euch care ought to 
bave§a good reputation. After an inspection 
of their model factory the reader's prejudice, if 
he have suv, against factory-made sausages will 
undoubtedly be diesipated. Upon inquiry of the 
foreman of the sausage-room we learned that 
they are manufacturing about 

TWO TONS OF SAUSAGES PER DAY, 

which shows that they must be used to a great 
extent. The foreman also informed us that it is 
the design of the proprietors to put them up in 
1, 2, 3-pound packages for the purpose of 
supplying grocers aod retail markets. This 
would seem to be a great convenience to house- 
keepers. 

From what we learned and could see, we are 


is used, and that only men who are experienced 
in the manufacture of sausages are employed in 
that department. 

After a half-hour pleasantly and profitably 
spent in the inspection of the market factory, 
we took our departure, intending, bowever, at 
some future time to pay a visit to the packing- 
house across the street, and form the acquaint-

Pessibility of the Michigan 
tion Lesing His Savor.

East Saainaw, Mich., Jan. 20..-A meeting of 
the stockholders of the Michigan Salt Associa 
tion, an organization wich has existed on paper 
since Juno last, was held at Bay City to-day, 
with 691,000 barrels of the product of 1,100,000 
barrels of the past year represented at the meet- 
ing. The following Directors were elected for 
the ensuing year: J. E. Shaw, H. W. Sage, W. 
R. Burt, A. Miller, Thomas Cranage, E. Eddy, O.

A d 
then, by a sort of general moveme.*, 
people began to give up the use ( 
gas. Ov State street the other day, 
from Vau Buren to Eighteenth, I counted some 
more than # hundred shops and stores lighted 
by kerosene. Oo West Lake street I counted, 
last evening, forty-nine shops and stores, be- 
tween Hoyne aod Paulius, lighted by keroseve. 
And this fact explains the direct appeal” of 
the President of the West Side Company; no 
such direct appeal” would have been made 
now but for the fact that the people have maui- 
tested their ability to get along without the 
People’s Gas Company. And I doubt whetber 
the “direct appeal” will stimulate a very 
geueral enthusiasm in the matteg of returning to 
the use of gas.

Their peculiarity is that 
they are of a remarkabiy bright biack, with 
white ear-lobes, and noticeable combs. They 
are a choice bird, and said to de 
good layers. Mr. Ih lander Williams is the only 
gentieman who has this variety of fowl on exhi- 
bition. 

Another beautiful variety exhibited is the 
black Spanish. The lots on view are really re- 
markabie for their qualiy.” The peculianty of 
this bird is its dark coal-black color, white face, 
and large white como, which stands up straight 
on the cock, and drops over to one side on the 
hep.

WHITE AND BROWN LEGHORNs, 
are encountered next. They ate about the color 
of biack-red game, but much larger. Their pe- 
culiarity is being non-setters and great layers. 
The black Hamburgs come in for a show 
of attention. The lots are all fine. 
Their beauty lies in their extreme black color, 
large combs aud white ear-lobes. They are re- 
markabie chiefly as being non-setters, good lay- 
ers, and the best of the six Hamburg varieties, 
including golden-penciled, golden-spang led, sil- 
ver-penciled, silver-spangled. and white, of 
which large numbers are on exhibition, all very 
fiue. The pets of the berv-yard are next ex- 
hivited in the gold and silver-laced tiny Sea- 
bright bantams. They are remarkable for their 
diminutive size, au uty. The biack-rose- 
comb bantam is similar fn color, shape, and style 
to black Hamburg. ‘The cocks weigh from 22 to 
24 ounces; hens 2 to 22 ounces. Both of these 
varieties have a large and flue representation. 

„ WHITE COCHINS, 
They are an Asiatic fowl, a good winter layer, 
large and hardy, with feathered legs. 0 
Ermioets are a very pretty and new variety of 
bird, beautifully speckied in black and white. 
But four pairs on exhibition. 
Among the game-fowls may be mentioned 
black-breasted red-game, and duck-wing. Both 
are good fighting varieties, and very cho:ce table 
birds. The Crested Polands are a very pretty 
bird with speckied and white and black crests.
